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REMARKS 



INTRODUCTION: 

In accordance with the foregoing, claims 8, 12 and 13 have been canceled without 
prejudice or disclaimer, claims 7, 9, 10, 14, 15 and 16 have been amended, and new claim 17 
has been added. No new matter is being presented, and approval and entry are respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 1-7, 9-11, and 14-17 are pending and under consideration. Reconsideration is 
respectfully requested. 

REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C. §102: 

In the Office Action, at pages 2-3, numbered paragraph 3, claims 7, 1 1 and 12 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) as being anticipated by Claflin et al. (USPN 5,793,390). This 
rejection is traversed and reconsideration is requested. 

Claim 7 has been amended to include the features of claim 8, and claim 8 has been 
cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer, as suggested by the Examiner on page 3 of the Office 
Action. Thus, amended claim 7 is submitted to be in allowable form and not to be anticipated 
under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) by Claflin et al. (USPN 5,793,390). 

Since claims 9, 10 and 16 depend from amended claim 7, claims 9, 10 and 16 are 
submitted not to be anticipated under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) by Claflin et al. (USPN 5,793,390) for at 
least the reasons that amended claim 7 is submitted not to be anticipated under 
35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) by Claflin et al. (USPN 5,793,390). 

Claim 1 1 has been amended to include the features of claims 12 and 13, and claims 12 
and 13 have been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer, as suggested by the Examiner on 
page 3 of the Office Action. Thus, amended claim 1 1 is submitted to be in allowable form and 
not to be anticipated under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) by Claflin et al. (USPN 5,793,390). 

Since claims 14 and 15 depend from amended claim 11, claims 14 and 15 are submitted 
not to be anticipated under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) by Claflin et al. (USPN 5,793,390) for at least the 
reasons that amended claim 1 1 is submitted not to be anticipated under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) by 
Claflin et al. (USPN 5,793,390). 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER: 

Claims 1-6 were allowed. 

Claims 8-10 and 13-16 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
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claim and any intervening claims. 

In accordance with the Examiner's suggestions, the features of claim 8 have been 
incorporated into claim 7, and claim 8 has been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. Thus, 
amended claim 7 is now submitted to be in allowable form. Since claims 9, 10 and 16 have 
been amended to depend from amended claim 7, claims 9, 10 and 16 are submitted to be 
allowable for at least the reasons that amended claim 7 is submitted to be allowable. 

In accordance with the Examiner's suggestions, the features of claims 12 and 13 have 
been incorporated into claim 11, and claims 12 and 13 have been cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Thus, amended claim 11 is now submitted to be in allowable form. Since claims 14 
and 15 have been amended to depend from amended claim 11, claims 14 and 15 are submitted 
to be allowable for at least the reasons that amended claim 11 is submitted to be allowable. 

NEW CLAIM: 

New claim 17 recites that the features of the present invention include a wet-wipe print 
head wiping inkjet printer apparatus, comprising: a capillarity-based wet-wipe tube mounted in a 
moisture basin having a moisture-absorbent upper surface. 

Nothing in the prior art teaches or suggests such. It is submitted that this new claim, 
which is different from prior filed claims, distinguishes over the prior art. 

CONCLUSION: 

In accordance with the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that all outstanding 
objections and rejections have been overcome and/or rendered moot, and further, that all 
pending claims patentably distinguish over the prior art. Thus, there being no further 
outstanding objections or rejections, the application is submitted as being in condition for 
allowance which action is earnestly solicited.
